BY THE EDITOR 


Sie was full-floating, with strictly 
straight lines, and of practically the same 
distance east and west, as north and south. 

Now perhaps, dear reader, you don’t get 
me. but the above paragraph deseribes 
very vividly my first music teacher, and 
in those years and at my tender age, I re- 
garded her as the queen of queens, and 
since beeoming older | am firm in the 
opinion that my Dear Teacher trod the 
straight and narrow path, and never in

There I stood in my _ nightie, Dear 
Teacher reciting what she desired me to 
do and, as she stated that I need not be 
afraid, she pulled a gun two feet long 
from within the folds of her skirt, the 
eloth of which would make a tent 10x12. 
Having never seen a revolver at such close 
range in all my earthly experience, of 
course it helped my nerve—oh, yes! 

Dear Teacher stated that the necessary 
articles for me to procure to fulfill the 
role of witness were a strong, wooden-bot- 
tomed chair and a lantern. The chair was 
to be used as a stepladder that Dear 
Teacher might enter the window, while 
I suppose the lantern was to find the bur- 
glar, murderer, or whatever it was we 
were after. 

You have perhaps heard, dear reader, 
of that verse in which it is said, ‘* When 
thy last summons comes, g0 thou not like 
a dumb, driven slave.’’ I confess that I 
was not driven. [ was led. For it was 
with faltering step that I approached 
what seemed to me the place where | was 
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to pass into another land, for as I think 
of it now it really didn’t make any differ- 
enee to me whether? Mrs, Van Tassle had 
been murdered or not. 

We approached the scene of the ‘loud 
knocking of wood upon wood’’ as quietly 
as possible, although my heart thumped 
and pounded on. The noise seemed like 
that of a Gatling gun in action. 

The solid, wooden-bottomed chair was 
placed beneath the window, and I deemed 
it my duty to hold the chair while Dear 
Teacher entered.

Seared 
beyond possible deseription, there came to 
my mind the Bible story of Lot, ‘‘ Escape 
for thy lite; look not behind thee, neither 
stay thou in all the plain; escape to the 
mountain, lest thou be consumed.’’ But 
like Lot’s wife, I ‘‘looked back from  be- 
hind.’ and in the dim star light I saw 
that Dear Teacher had ascended to the 
window sill, but the opening compared 
with her embonpoint, might be well com- 
pared with the rich man endeavoring to 
pass through the eye of a needle, en route 
to a heavenly home. 

Being the grandson of a minister, 1 dis- 
obeyed instructions to the contrary and 
transformed myself into what is known in 
railroad cireles as a ‘‘booster,’’ for with 
each lunge of Dear Teacher toward the in- 
terior of the house her breath became 
more heated and what she needed was 
help, regardless of the rules and regula- 
tions of what was perfectly proper and 
ladylike. 

Like the hero of old, I rushed to her 
rescue. In spite of the embarrassing po- 
sition, through which | rendered assist- 
anee, with a mighty shove, Dear Teacher 
landed on the inside of the house with 
the window frame a total loss, and if there 
was anything artistic in the sight that 
passed my eyes, | saw it not. 

Again taking up my position as the trem- 
bling sentry of the night, | waited breath- 
lessly with lantern in hand to witness 
whatever horrors should transpire. 

My waiting was of short duration. Dear 
Teacher soon appeared and gently whis- 
pered, **Mrs. Van Tassle is sleeping peace- 
fully and I find nothing disturbed within 
the confines of the house. I thank you 
for your valued assistance and now you 
may repair to your home.”’ 

‘Repair’? to my home I did and as dawn 
creeped in on a night of horrors I ceased 
tossing in a nightmare replete with bur- 
glaries and murders, to dream for the 
moment of art, gone wrong.

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FREE MANUALS FOR HOME CAN- 
NING AND DRYING

That a brief and practical “Home 
Canning Manual for Vegetables and 
Fruits” and a similar manual for 
home drying of vegetables and fruits 
can be obtained free by writing to 
the National Emergency Gocd Gar- 
den Commission at 210 Maryland 
Building, Washington, D. C., is the 
annonucement made by that com- 
mission to the committee on re- 
sources and food supply of the State 
Council of Defense. These free 
publications tell how to make cheap 
and simpfe apparatus for sun-drying 
or for drying fruit or vegetables 
over the cook stove, and describe 
labor saving ways such as the “cold 
pack” method, or such as the can- 
ning of rhubarb without any cook- 
ing at all. 

“Because of its extreme acidity,” 
says the manual, “rhubarb may be 
canned without the process required 
for other products, as the acids de- 
stroy germ life. Select rhubarb 
that is young and _ tender, cutting 
into two-inch pieces or into lengths 
to fit centainer. Sterilize contain- 
ers in advance. Pack the prepared 
rhubarb into containers in upright 
position and then cover contents 
with fresh cold water. Allow con- 
tainers to stand ten minutes, drain 
off water, fill again with fresh cold 
water, and seal, using sterilized rub- 
ber and cover.”
